The S.G*A. has purchased and 
distributed one thousand copies of 

the Birth Control Handbook pre- 
pared under the auspices of the 
McGIll Students' Union. 

The handbook, edited by Allan 
Felngold, a student at McGiU, 
outlines in a very scientific and 
serious manner various contra- 
ceptive methods In use today. 

The book was made available 
free of charge to Lau rentian stu- 
dents by the S.G.A. 

S*G.A. President Etienne Saint- 
Aubln said that the distribution of 
these pamphletslmpllesno moral 
standpoint other than that stu- 
dents have a right to the infor- 
mation. He added that it is be- 
coming apparent that there Is a 
need. 

Although the distribution con- 
travenes the criminal code of 
Canada, the legislation whlchco- 
vers this area Is due to be chan- 
ged with Prime Minister 
Trudeau's omnibus bill. 

There was a great deal of In- 
terest on campus In the handbook.

The role of the student govern- 
ment In the University must be 
understood In the context of the 
role of the University itself. An 
article called "Student Partici- 
pation in University Government 
states that "The University as we 
know it today exists for the pre- 
servation, transmission and in- 
crease of knowledge"* If this 
be agreed then it follows that 
the student in the University com- 
munity should serve the needs of 
society, aid his follow students, 
explore present values of man, 
adopt a cultural awareness, and 
help seek solutions to the pro- 
blems of man ? s environment. 

Thus , in this respect It is 
the role of the student govern- 
ment to dlssimlnate ideas condu- 
cive to an environment where . t 
the central, Intellectual functions 
of the University can take place, 
it may do this on the surface 
by instituting various clubs, or- 
ganizing controversial debates 
and Inviting guest- speakers. All 
this may be achieved without too 
mitch trouble. However It can 
have much greater influence in 
providing these goals It it Is in 
direct contact and those who ha- 
ve the power to see that it Is 
carried out i.e. the Administra- 
tion. Thereby, student represen- 
tation on all governing bodies is 
essential. But to bring this about 
change is rehired, change which 



is not always welcomed but which 

is nevertheless badly needed. 

LaurenUan Is fortunate in that 

it Is yet a young and developing 

University, and more capable I 
hope of accepting reform as op- 
posed to older institutions who 
have become strangled In their 
archaic web, resulting in an un- 
easy and explosive situation. 

LaurenUan I feel Is thus at 
a stage where reform should and 
can be instituted through civili- 
sed discussion and improved 
communications. But to procras- 
tinate jn such matters Is unwise 
and dangerous. If reforms such 
as those called for in the S,G,A. 
Brief to the Presidential Adviso- 
ry Committee are instituted then 
LaurenUan can boast, and boast 
proudly, in having achieved Its 
'quiet revolution!' Our compu- 
ters may not get free advertise- 
ments In the front page—but who 
wants to pay $2 million for an ad.

S.G.A. President Etienne 
St-Aubln announced that the exe- 
cutive members of the Students 
General Association, oo the Stu- 
dent Affairs committee, will 
press charges of outright intimi- 
dation of students of the School 
of Nursing by the director of the 
school. Dr. Vivian Kirkpatrick. 

Dr. Kirkpatrick has been di- 
rector of the school since its 
formation In September of 1967. 

President St.-Aubin alleges 
that Dr. Kirkpatrick has repea- 
tedly intimidated her students so 
that the students are "scared 
stiff" u l feel that university edu- 
cation is degraded when reign of 
terror like this can exist. Italso 
degrades the dignity of the stu- 
dent as a person when he Is sub- 
jected to this sort of treatment." 

When pressed as to what spe- 
cific charges he had against Dr. 
Kirkpatrick, St.-Aublnsald: "We 
are treating the Student Affairs 
Committee at this point as a 
court. All evidence will be sub- 
mitted to that court and not to 
anyone else. Rest assured that 
there is substance to this accu- 
sation."

interview with Pierre Fortin 



In an effort to better inform students of the new President-elect of the 
S.G'A, , Pierre Fortin, LAMBDA had an interview with him shortly af- 
ter his election. We asked him about his plans and policies for next 
year. Mr. Fortin has been actively involved in S.G.A% politics for the 
past two years and we found him eagerly looking forward to the challen- 
g3S of his new office. 



LAMBDA: Mr. Fortin, how do 
you feel now that you have won 
this impressive victory? 

FORTIN: I feel w wider ftil 1 1 was 
pleased to see the results were 
so decisive-- that's almost a 200 
vote margin. 1 feel that a long 
Job lies ahead of us, and this duty 
can be performed with the execu- 
tive members that were elected 
with me— namely Doug Los and 
Don Obonsawin. 

We are looking to recruit more 
people to' add to our team. This 
I believe is the most important 
task, the most immediate task 
which we must accomplish. We 
must find competent people to 
fill the positions in the S.G.A. 
I know very well that the Presi- 
dent who stands alone, stands 
nowhere. 

LAMBDA: ; What changes do you : 
for see in the S.G.A? 

FORTIN: Well, the first change 
that I can see are changes of stru- 
cture. We are going to move po- 
sitively to make changes (as out- 
lined in our electoral program)ln 
consultation with the School of 
Commerce. What we will be doing 
Is outlining the positions as far as 

their specific terms of reference 
are concerned. 

We will seek to establish lines 
of communication which empha- 
size contact with the student body. 

To this end we will enlarge the 
executive to form a cabinet which 
will now include the Chairman of 
the Board of Social Activities, the 
Chairman of theCommimfcatioas 
and Publications Commission, 
and of the Interclub (as you know, 
during the campaign we put a 
great d*al of emphasis on a type 
of reawakening, of renatalfzatlon 
of clubs be they political or acti- 
vity clubs). By creating thisnew 
position of chairman of Interclubs 

we can establish direct contact 
between clubs and theS.G,A. exe- 
cutive. 

LAMBDA: Now Mr. Fortin, could 
we perhaps at this point be even 
more specific about improve- 
ment of S.G.A. structures. 
FORTIN: Well, the ideals to ma- 
ke moredeOnlteeach position and 

give each office specific terms 
of reference. I myself, as Chair- 
man of the Communications and 
Publications Commission last 
year, found my terms of refe- 
rence extremely vague and thus 
my work was not as good as It 
could have been. 

To be even more specific— we 

want to publish the minutes of 
council meetings as soon as they 
are approved. We also 

will set up the complaint clinic 
as soon as possible. 

LAMBDA: If I could interrupt at 
this point, when do you think these 
changes could -be- inaugurated. 

. Before the summer recess? 

FORTIN: Very much of the an 
swer to this question depends on 
the co-operation I receive from 
members of my council. Since 
I believe you are referring spe- 
cifically to the complaint clinic, 
may I say that 1 expect council 



members to sit wumuuiut? uu 
this, to spend approximately 5 or 
6 hours a week on this clinic or 
some other Committee ot the 
S.G.A. 

No longer do I expect S.G.A. 
council meetings to be an end 
in themselves but they will be- 
come a means to an end. 

In light of this, we will move 
the S.G.A. meetings to an earlier 
date In the week (he. Monday) so 
that the action taken by council 
can be followed up (thlsof course 
if there's no great conflicts of 
schedules between council mem- 
bers). 

LAMBDA: You mention your ex- 
pectation that council meetings 
will no longer be an end inthem- 
selves but a means to end. Could 
you elaborate on this? 

FORTIN: In two years experien- 
ce with the S.G.A., I have found to 
my disgust almost, that council 
members thought their only role 
was to attend meetings. We are 
redefining the role of a council 
member to that of a representa- 
tive and not merely a spectator 
to a meeting— ji representative to 
the student body which elected 
him. This means that a council 
member is more than a council 
member for 3 hours a week, but- 
that he is a representative whe- 
rever he goes. 

Last year in particular, I no- 
ticed that most discussions were 
left up in the air because most 
council members did not take the 
initiative to inform themselvesof 
what the situations were. To mo- 
ve toward change, you must first 
of all be informed of the situa- 
tion that exists and how you wish 
to change it. The insistence that 
I make that council members 
participate more fully in S.G.A. 
activities will make them^ mo- 
re Informed, and therefore more 
capable of making decisions for 
the student body. 

LAMBDA; Turning to the refe- 
renda that were voted on the sa- 
me day as your election. How 
do you feel about the results? 
Let's start in particular with 
CUS and OUS. 

FORTIN; I'm very pleased tosee 
that the student body voted In fa- 
vour of CUS and OUS. I feel that 
in particular, CUS hasvery much 
to offer the student of Laurentian 
and also that the students of Lau- 
rentian have very much to offer 
CUS, I believe I expressed these 
feelings at great length during 
the campaign. 

LAMBDA: What changes would 
you make to draw maximum effect 
of CUS on the Laurentian Cam- 
pus? 

FORTIN: First of all, CUS will 
be a seperate organization. I be- 
lieve Paul Held will make a very 
effectivo chairman of CUS. Al- 
though relatively unknown before 
the campaign began, I didn't know 
him personally myself, he has 
gained 'very much respect from 
myself and I belive from the stu- 
dents In general; I think he should 
be put in a position where he can 
put into effect the many Ideas 
which he expressed during the 



campaign—he could do this most 
effectively by being CUS chair- 
man. 

Mr. Larry Peterson and Mr.ues 
Browning, both can offer very 
much to the S.G.A. I ask them 
very sincerely to participate ac- 
tively in next year's S.G.A, 

LAMBDA: As you know, the draft 
constitution worked on by this 
year's council failed because the 
required 66% turnout did not ma- 
terialize. What do you plan to do 
now? 

FORTIN: First of all, a consti- 
tution is necessary for an orga- 
nization such as* ours. Although 
this constitution did have certain 
Inadequacies It was generally a 
good draft constitution. I would 
further add that the constitution 
could be amended by the same re- 
ferendum procedure. 

Since this draft Is a fairly 
good one, and that we do need a 
constitution, our executive, in 
particular Mr. Doug Los, has 
suggested that we reopen voting 
to people who have not voted thus 
far on the constitution . We only 
need 47 more voters to pass it. 

This is an action we have sug- 
gested to the present executive. 

LAMBDA: If we could speak for 
i moment ot tactics and strate- 
gy for the SAA. in reaching Its 
goals, Just what tactics what 
strategy would you adopt? 

FORTIN: I want to underline that 

we will seek change in a very po- 
sitive manner. W e will seek it 
through negotiation. 

I believe that there are suffi- 
cient numbers of reasonable and 
responsible individuals in the ad- 
ministration so that we may bring 
about change In a peaceful man- 
ner. If we become deadlocked, 
then it will be necessary to ap- 
ply pressure that we will not he- 
sitate to use if » Is warranted. 

LAMBDA; Do you envisage the 
possibility of a general strike of 
Laurentian students this year? 

FORTIN: At this time, 1 see no 
issues that would warranta strike 
but as you know issues have a 
wav of cropping up unexpectedly. 

LAMBDA: The English-French 
rift at this university is a pret- 
ty big issue. What will you do 
to remedy the situation? 
FORTIN; I would like to point 
out that I am bilingual and that 
therefore I can communicate very 
actively with both groups. When 
I entered this election, I feared 
an English backlash against a 
French-speaking condtd^te. Now 
that I look at the results I feel 
that my fears weren't Justified. 

We will promote billngualism 
at Laurentian to a ftirther extent 
that it has been in the past-so 
that it is no longer just "letter- 
head" bilingualism— so that it 
does become a very real fact of 
Laurentian. 

First of all, we will bo encou- 
raging the English speaking re- 
presentatives on council to take 
part in courses in conversational 
French. 

Now another thing— we will pro- 
mote an interaction between the 
two groups—that both groups can 



ike part in the activities of the 
other group, more so than now. 
LAMBDA The social activities 
picture—how will you improve it? 

FORTIN: We will first search 
for an excellent chairman of the 
Board of Social Activities. 

Then, we will seek to inject a 
little bit of imagination into »he 
social activities of Laurentian so 
that we encourage more partici- 
pation forms of social activitiei 
instead of just passive entertain- 
ment. G.e. car rallies, intra-rou- 

ral competitions). 

LAMBDA-. What would be your 
most important achievement? 

FORTIN; What I would like toa- 
chleve is that the student body 
move ahead in new avenues, pro- 
ve itself morecapable, take more 
active participation in university 
life. I propose an improved qua- 
lity of student life—all phases be 
they social academic, personal. 

I realize that this is a very high 
ideal to aspire to. Butlhopethat 
at the end of my presidency, that 
I will be able to see that we have 
moved ahead, made a great step 
in this direction. 
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On Saturday, March 8th, the 
Department of Political Science 
of Laurentian University is spon- 
soring a simulation study of the 
United Nations Security Council. 
Over fifty students will be parti- 
cipating either in the plenary ses- 
sions of the Council or on one of 
the mediation panels. Durlngthe 
course of the day, the model 
Security Council will deal with 
two Important international ques- 
tions; the Arab-Israeli conflict 
in the Middle East, and the ad- 
mittance of the People's Repu- 
blic of China to the United Na- 
tions* 



The morning session of the 
Security Council will commen- 
ce at 9:30 a-m. and the after- 
noon session at 1:30 p.m. with 
all proceedings taking place in 
the Great Kali at Laurentian 
University*

For example in Toronto the 
captain Joe VisconU, Charles 
Pepin and John DeFiimey faired 
well but not outstanding.

The absence of Coca-Cola in Italy in the Second 
World War is marked by an interesting story: in 
1944, a field-artillery sergeant managed somehow Co
